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Sir: 



In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 21, 2006, Applicants hereby 
elect Group I, claims 1-21, drawn to an electro-optical light modulation device. The requirement for 
restriction is respectfully traversed, inasmuch as it submitted that a complete search of the electro- 
optical light modulation device, classified in class 359, sub-class 245, also requires a search of class 
435, sub-class 325, wherein mesogenic modulation mediums for use of such devices are classed. In 
such a situation where there is little, if any, additional burden upon the examiner, the inventions 
should be kept together in a single application. See M.P.E.P. §803. Withdrawal of the requirement 
for restriction is therefore respectfully requested.
